Bhe had no qu ırrel with ber step-mother, and had 
not left her home in consequence. Mary Dresden, 10, Prospect- 
place, Bethnal-green, said that on the previous Monday morning she 
saw the decessed passing her house and become very faint and 
unable to go on further. Witness brought her out а cbair into the 
street, ul got her some weter. She was completely destitute and 
was miserably clad. Bhe said that she had not slept in а bed for 
three weeks, but had p the nights sleepingin courts and under 
archways. She spst while outside witness's house. Police- 
constable Hawkins, 862 K, said that be was celled to deceased, and 
found her so exhausted that she had to be carried in p hats to the 
workhouse Although she was within 800 yards of it ghe could 
not walk to it. She could bardly s; ; but she said she had slept 
in the streets the previous night. It was stated that she bad slept 
in the Victoria-park op the grass three nights last week Dr 
Smart, surgeon to Betbnal-green Workhouse, said thst deceased 
was admitted to the workhouse ia a very low state. She died from 
enlargement of the heart and congestion of the lungs, accelerated 
by exposare, privation, and want of medical attendance. The jary 
returned a verdict ^ That deceased died from enlargement of the 
heart and congestion of the lungs, accelerated by privation, ex- 
posure, and want of шесі за] attendance.” 

Aw inquest was held at Fort Pitt Hospital, Chatbam, on Batur- 
day, respecting the death of Quartermaster-Sergeant Richard Kelby, 
aged thirty-five, attached to the Royal Artillery at Chatham, who 
had died in an awfully sudden manner in в police-court.

A Berlin letter contains the following :—*“ On Wednesday, the 
Danish guns captured at Duppel were psraded through Berlin with 
much ceremony, and in the presence of the King. The guns were 
decorated with wreaths and Prussian ribbons, as also were the 
helmets of the soldiers accompanying them. The men were 127 in 
number, had all formed part of the storming column, and all were 
now crowned with wreaths and had their bayonets decorated with 
flowers. The procession commenced with the firet squadron of the 
regiment of cuirassiers of the guard, preceded, however, by the 
bands of several cavalry regiments, and afterwards followed 
squadrons of cavalry and companies of infantry belonging to the 
garrison of the capital, mingled bere and there with military bands. 
l'he guns, and the men who had assisted to capture them, came 
last, preceded by First-Lieutenant Stophasias, the senior lieutenant 
of artillery concerned in the attack. He and the men accompany- 
ing him were continually cheered by the masses of people lining 
the stree's. ‘Che procession took its way for the Hamburgh Rail- 
way Station through the Lousa aud Charles streets towards the 
Brandenburg Gate, where the staff and & numerous suite had as- 
sembled. The King errived st this point on horseback about two 
o'clock, accompanied by several Prussian princes, and, after saluting 
the staff and the men accompanying the guns, rode &loug the 
Liuden evenue to the pslace, whither the long procession followed 
The march past took place bere, and here the King decorated the 
men accompanying the gung with military decorations o! the first 
and second class. The guns were then drawn into the pleasure 
garden, where they will remain for some days.” 


AMEBIOA. 

Official accounts, both Coufederate and Federal, annoance that 
General Wesselle, commanding at Plymouth, North Caroline, sur- 
тепдег.

Besides Plymouth, the four surrounding forte—Weasells, Williams, 
Comfort and Grey—together with 2,500 prisoners and 30 canuon, 
fell into the hands of the Confederates. 


DENMARK. 

The Berlingske Tidende says : —“ The pillage of Jutland has com- 

menced. At Horsens the enemy sacked the shops of the trades- 

ple, and carried off the contents southwards.” Similar proceed- 
ngs have also taken place at Randers, where, in consequence of 
the refusal of the inhabitants to pay the imposed war contribution 
of 100 000 thalers (£18 000), the horses, cattle, as well as some of 
the inhabitants, were carried off by the enemy. In Viborg 50 000 
thalers have been of the inhabitants. Throughout the 
country the citizens sre exhorting one another to show their 
patriotism by persevering in their system of refusals to pay the im- 
posed war contribu:ions. 

The popnler meeting summoned from ell parts of the conntry 
took place at Rendsburg on

PARLIAMENTARY PROCEEDINGS. 

Ix the Lords, on Monday, Earl Russell had great satisfaction in 
stating that the Conference had that day agreed toa suspension of 
hostilities between Austria and Prussia on the one hand, and Den- 
mark on the other. The terms on which this arrangement was 
based were the uti possid etis, each Power to retain its own position 
both by sea and laud, and tbe blockade to be raised — The suspen- 
sion of hostilities was to be for one month. In answer to the Earl 
of Ellenboroogh, Earl Russell stated that the suspension of hosti- 
lities was to commence on the 12th instant. Жога Stratheden 
moved, that іо the opinion of the house the correspondence of the 
Government with the Cabinet of Bt Petersburgh on the Polish 
question bas not as yet reached a satisfactory conclusion, and that 
the Ozar, having failed to "PT with the conditions 
род which, according to the ге! of Vienna, he 
acquired hig sovereignty in  Palend, wes no longer 
binding upon the Gevernment to acknowledge it. Earl 
Rossell opposed the motion on the ground that, inatead 
of increasing, it would tend to impair the authority of the 
house. The noble earl vindicated the course pursued by 
ministers on the Polish question, and said they would have 
been justly blamewortby if they had involved this country in a war 
with Russia on behalf of Poland. At the same time he was strongly 
of opinion that if, at & од of tranquillity, the Emperor of Russia 
disregarded the conditions of the Treaty of Vienns, he could not 
continee to claim the right of sovereigoty over Poland. After some 
remarks from Earl Grey, the motion was withdrawn. 

In the House of Commons, Sir G. Grey informed the house that 
the Conference bad that day agreed upon an armistice for a month. 
(The announcement was received with cheers from the Ministerial 
beuches) Sir С. Grey then said that the Secretary for the Colonies 
bad received a telegram that afternoon from Heligoland to the ¢ flect 
that an engagement was ther going on between two Austrian 
frigates and three gun boats aod two Danish frigates and one cor- 
vette, and since be bad been in the house an additional! telegram 
had arrived from the Governor of Heligoland that the Danes had 
defeated the Austrian squadron. (Loud and protracted cheers were 
evoked by this statement from all parts of the house) The right 
hon. baronet added that one Austrian frigate was in flames, and that 
the other, with the gun boats, was making the best of her way to 
Heligoland. (Renewed cheers ) 


THE CITY AND PORT OF GENOA. 
Tris celebrated maritime city of North Italy is built round, but 
principally on the east side of ite port, which is semicircular. The 
land on which the city is built rises amphitheatrewise round the 
water's edge to the height of 500 or 600 feet, so that its aspect from 
the sea is particularly imposing, as will be seen ‘rom our engraving 
on page 760, whioh is trom a picture by Mr. J. B. Pyne. 

Genoa has а double line of fortifications. The white showy 
houses form streets at the lower рагі of the acclivity, while the 
upper part is thickly studded with detached villae. Behiud all, the 
Apennines are seen towering at the distance of ten or twelve 
miles, their summits during в part of the year covered with snow. 
The newer part of the city, which stretches along the north side 
of the port, is regularly laid out, and contains some broad and very 
handsome streets, particularly tha; running from the Piazza delle 
Fontaine. A conspicuous lighthouse is erected without the port on 
its west side, оп a high rock. Genoa is the entrepot of a large 
extent of country, and her commerce, though inferior to what it 
was, із very considerable, and bas latterly been increasing. She 
ів a free port—that is, a port where goods mey be warehoused and 
exported free of duty. There is no difficulty in entering the 
harbour; the ground is clean, and there ig plenty of water. 

The architecture of Genoa is grand in its style and admirable in 
its materials. Its palaces are numerous, end many of their prince! 
gates foriy feet bigh, with marble columna, courts paved wit 
various coloured marbles in mosaic, broad staircases all of marble, 
rooms thirty feet high, with arched ceilings, adorned with gilded 
columns, large mirrors, superb crystal Justree, mosaic floors, the 
roofs panelled, and the panela filled with finely executed frescoes or 
paintings in oil, and divided by sculptured figures. Behind are 
orangeries. 

The old, or east portion of the city, consists of а labyrinth of 
excessively narrow, crooked, and dark streets, their breadth being 
generally no more than from six to twelve feet. They run between 
& succession of lofty houses, five, six, end even seven stories high, 
each story being from twelve to fifieen feet deep, the cornices uncer 
tbe roof of which sometimes project во far as to meet, and thereby 
exclude all daylight. In these streets you meet vast numbers of 
mules and some asses, carrying ali sorte of articles, bricks, firewood, 
&o., on their backs ; for wheeled carriages are only used in the broad 
streets, which are very rare, except im the suburbs. The streets ато 
paved with broad flaga of lava, whieh are laid in mortar, and have 
the smoothness and durability of good masoury. In the middle of 
this pavement there is a pathway leid with bricks set on edge, 
about two or three feet broad, and а little higher than the lava. 
This ig for the accommodation of the mules, the lava being con- 
sidered too smooth to afford their feet а sufficient hold. 

The bank of St George, in Genos, wag the oldest bank of circu- 
lation in Europe, having been founded in 1407. The old palace of 
Doria was the residence of the Emperors Ouarles V and Napoleon 
during their atay there. Another Palazzo Doria 18 & residence of 
the King of Sardinia.

А FRENCH POISONING CASE. 


THE Count де la Pommerais, a physician, is on his trial at Paris, 
on the charge of having poisoned а widow named Madame Pauw. 
The indictment preferred against him, from which the whole of the 
following is taken, begins by recordiug that at the beginning of 
November last there lived in & small lodging on the second floor in 
the Rue Bonaparte a woman of the age of forty-two, who ever since 
1856 had been the widow of a painter named Pauw. She was left 
without fortune and with three children, the eldest of whom was 
only eight years old. She courageously struggled against the difi- 
culties of the situation in which she found herself, and worked 
incessantly to provide for herself and her family... . . La Pom- 
merais had known Madame Pauw for several yeara; he attended 
her huebaod in 1858, and after his death he very soon ^ecame the 
lover of the widow. Their relations ор the footing of lover aud 
mistress continued to the middle of 1861, bat in the month of 
August in that year M la Pommerais married Mdile. Dubizy, and 
{ог more than two years afterwards he never saw Mme Pauw. He 
even refused to go to eee her children when they were ill. One 
day. however, in the month of June last, Madame Pauw, to her 
great surprise, found him once more in her lodgings, and by way 
of explanation of his sudden return, he said he had hit upon a plan 
for providing for her children in the future. He told her that she 
must not tell any one of the means, and having thus re-established 
relations with Madame Pauw, he proposed that she should insure 
her life for a sum of 550,000f. (€22.000), that he would pay the pre- 
miums, and that she should assign the policies to him. But it being 
obvions that in this way neither Madame Pauw nor ber children 
would get any benefit, La Pommerais added that he could 
manage to get for her an almost immediate income by 
this arrangement He suggested that a little while after the policy 
was effected she should pretend to be seriously Ш, and make the 
insurance office believe that she was on the point of death; then 
he would go to the company and propose to them to cancel the 
policy, on the terms of paving her a life annuity of 6,0(Ofr. (£440) 
to run from January 1, 1864 Не would share this annuity with 
her, and this way she would be better off than she had been before 
in her life. Madame Pauw had not the оош они this 
strange proposal She shut her eyes to the dishomesty of the specu- 
Tation. Bho was incapable of suspecting the real designs of La 
Pommerais, dominated as she was by her passion for him —a pas- 
sion now revived, and stronger than ever. She blindly consented 
to let him arrange the matter as he desired. But La Pommerais 
took care not to come into direct contact with the insurance compa- 
nies. A broker named Desmidt, 'hrough whom he had only re- 
cently become initiated in all the various combinations of life 
insurance, was instructed to tell the companies that a rich French- 
man, the Count de la Pommerais, wishing to provide for the children 
he had had by Madame Pauw, desired to insure her life, which was 
an excellent one, for their benefit. On this representation six 
French companies—La Generale, La National, La Paternelle, 
L'Union, La Phenix, L'Imperíale—and two Anglo-French compa- 
pavies—L’ International and the Gresham—agreed to issue policies 
on Madame Pauw’s life for the total sum of 550,000fr The eight 
policies were signed between the 8th and 2185 of July, and the 
annual premiu.os agreed to be paid amounted to 18 810fr. Madame 
Pauw was utterly unable to pay the first preminms. These were 
paid, through Desmidt, by La Pommernis; aud thenceforth his 
only thonght was how to get the benefit of th» insurances which 
he had effected. Ha began by getting all the policies transferred to 
himself by Madame Pau w's indorsement, in which she was made to ad- 
mit that sbe had received from him sums of money equal to the 
amounts mentioned in the respective policies; and separate deeds, 
drawn up by an agent named Louis, repeated the same story. 
Doubting afterwards whether he was sufficiently secure against ail 
possible claims on the pert of Madame Pauw's next of kin, he con- 
sulted an avoue (lawyer), named Levaux, without telling him what 
had been done, stated a fictitious case, and got bim to draw up a 
daed such as he required. This deed served him as а copy, and on 
the 31st of August he got the widow Pauw to sign another deed 
similar in form. Bat to be more secure still he got her to sign a 
will, in which she repeated that the eight poli-ies were hie property, 
and moreover bequeathed to him all that she could by law leave, 
and she even went во far as to say that ehe gave him the interest of 
*he part reserved for her children, without his being called upon 
to give security. She was nevertheless a fond mother, and this 
fact proves how completely Pommerais had obtamed an influence 
over her, &nd how blindly she did whatever he required. 

The time now came for Pommerais so to act that all the pains he 
had taken might not be futile and unproductive The death of 
Madame Pauw was the only event which could relieve him from 
"ће payment of annual premiums (the next of which was due in 
January) quite bevond his means, and at the same time put him in 
possession of the 550.000. He had long prepared himself with the 
necessary poison. As far back ав the month of June, when he 
renewed his relations with Madame Pauw, he bought а gramme of 
digitalis, and в week later he bought two grammes. He perfectly 
well knew tbat this poison leaves no trace behind; but it was im- 
portant for him to be able to explain in a more or less plausible 
manner the vomiting which digitalis never fails to cause. With 
this object he reminded Madame Репт, as soon as he had got the 
will from her, that in order to get her policies bought up by the in- 
surance offices upon advantageous terms, it wae necessary that she 
should simulate an illness. She at once followed his counsels, and 
опе day in September, a window-frame having fallen down with a 
grest noise upon her staircase, she took the opportunity of saying 
that she had bad a violent fall; and after that time she complained 
frequently of a pain in the stomach. She went further, and con- 
sul:ed several physicians, who gave her prescriptions, which she 
took care never to follow, but handed over at once to La Pom- 
i*rais The month of November came without Madame Pauw, 
although she continually talked of her illness and her pain in the 
s'omach, ever ceasing to busy herselt with her ordimary ocoupations 
La Pommerais then thought that the preliminary stages had gone 
lug enough, and that the time had come for striking bis grand 
blow. At bis suggestion Madame Pauw procured from the office 
of the etat civil the certificate of her birth, which would be requisite 
tu he produced to receive the amount of the policies after her death, 
ard which could not have been wanted for апу other pu . 
Winen he had got together all the papers required, he told КЕБ 
Рац ж to keep her bed, and give out that she was worse than ever. 
At the same time, as she complained during this voluntary seqnes- 
tration that she lost the price of some lessons she was giving to а 
person residing in the Grand Hotel, La Pommerais said he would 
nuke up the amount to her, and pay her the price of the lesson 
tvory day. Madame Pauw did not leave her room after November 
120, aud always wore a nightoap, as if she were Ш, in order the 
better to deceive the doctors who it was expected the companies 
would send to visit her. La Pommerais вага he would make her 
Something to cause agitation, & promise well calculated to render 

iadame Pauw disposed to take unhesitatingly whatever he might 
choose to give her, and to prevent her from being frightened by any 
disagreeable symptoms which might follow. 

n But La Pommerais’ injanotions to secresy did not prevent Madame 
Pauw from telling several of her friends aud neighbours what she 
was hoping for. “И the thing susceeds," she said, "my fortune 
aud that of my children is made." She repeated frequently, that 
^n the policies being bought up she was to have 3,000f. (£120) & 
year. All she had (о do was to make the doctors believe that she 
was really ill, and to keep her bed for about а fortnight. On 
Friday, November 13, she wrote to her friend Madame de Ridder, 
to beg her to come the next day to spend the evening. The tone 
Of her letter indicated coutentment and hope, sad contained a 
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тошіве to tell Madame de Ridder “all about it" on the morrow. 

ut Le Pommerais sent word to Madame Pauw that he should 
come to pass Satorday evening with her, and as he wanted par- 
ticularly to be with her alone, the reud.zvous with Madame де 
Ridder was countermanded. No sensible change, however, yet ap- 
peared in the health of the pretended sick person On the Monday 
at five o'clock she dined in company with tbetwo Misses Biord and 
their mother. She afterwards begged а neighbour, Madame 
Delattre, to get a bottle of essence for her, and she made a toilette 
with a саге and attention which showed her to be in very good 
health. She expected a visit from La Pommerais. He came about 
eight o'clock. He stayed with her а long while, and nobody else 
saw her till the morning of the next day. At half past six the 
widow Pigerre, who came as usual to bring the bread, was sur- 
prised to find the key outside tue door, whereas it was Madame 
Pauw's babit to take it inside. This woman went into the bed- 
room end found Madame Pauw in a terrible state. Her face be- 
trayed great suffering ; her bed and all the flooring near it were 
stained by vomiting. Madame Pigerre at once called up Felicite 
and Adelaide Pauw, who slept in the entresol They came up 
directly, but their mother told them that she had only an indiges- 
tion, and wished to be left alone. "Therefore they went to their 
own room. Ateight o'clock La Pommerais came again, and, as in 
the evening, remained for a long while alone with Madame Pauw. 
It was evident that she was in a dangerous state. But he called 
for no assistance: he spoke) to no one about her, and left her suffer- 
ing as she was. She felt no uneasiness about herself. She knew 
that to e the 3,000f. & year it was necessary that she should ap- 
pear to be seriously ill! Besides, La Pommerais had re-assured her. 
She said to her daughter, Felicite, “ He tells me that I have the 
cholera, and that I shail be ill for twenty-four hours." Now, the 
word cholera did not frighten her at all, because La Pommerais 
told her that he had had it himself and had cured himself in twenty- 
four hours by means of & medicament which he would bring her. 
Be fer, therefore, from asking her daughters to nurse her, 
she ordered them to go to school as usual But after 
were gone she got worse and worse, and received no atten- 
tion, except from her neighbour, Madame Delattre, who 
came to [her every now and then. At one o'clock Dr. Geu- 
dinot, whom she had often consulted, came to see her. He 
really believed that she had fallen down stairs, and when he 
learned from Madame Delattre that she haa not followed his pre- 
scriptions, he beoame very angry, and went away without exami- 
ning her, and without her attempting to stop him. Bhortly after 
this, and at about two o'clock, La Pommerais came again, and was 
again alone with her. He prescribed nothing, and left her still 
suffering. At halí-paat six Madame Pauw died, just as Dr. Rlackey, 
who had been sent for by Mdlle. Hurlmond, arrived. La Pomme- 
rais returned for the third time at eight o'clock. Мале Hurlmond, 
whom she met on the staircase, told him of Madame Pauw's death 
This news caused him no surprise, no emotion. He went up-staire, 
coolly approached the corpse of her who bad so long been his mis- 
trese, assured himself that she was really dead, and then withdrew, 
leaving it to be supposed that her death had really been caused by 
a fall on the staircase. “That is all nonsense!’ exclaimed Мапе. 
Hurlmond, “ Madame do Pauw never fell down stairs.” And as La 
Pommerais appeared to insist, * Don't swear," she said to him; “ you 
know well enough that I know all about Madame de Pauw saffair." 
“ He bat too well knew also,” says the indictment, “ what was the 
cause of this woman's death, and of that cause there cannot now 
be the slightest doubt—widow De Pauw was poisoned by La 
Pommerais in the evening of September 16. The aocused was the 
last person who saw her thet night. He admits that she wae 
seized with that vomiting which furnishes to science the proof that 
the poison must have been administered some moments before. The 
next day he eaw her twice; he wae again alone with her, and 
nothing could have been more easy than to repeat the dose of 
poison if he thought it needful) Не alone had an intereat to 
commit the crime, and he had evidently i ined it at the moment 
when he made Madame де Pauw effect t| insurances which 
cannot be explained on any other hypothesis.” 

It is alleged that as soon ав Madame Pauw was dead efforts were 
made by La Pommerais to get the whole of the money from the 
eight insurance companies, and that many letterg were written by 
Madame Pauw at his dictation, which it now seems were to aid 
him in his work. Several of these were received by her relations, 
particularly her father and sister, the day after her death. The 
letters tell them that she is very ill, and beg them to come imme- 
diately, if they would find her alive. These letters, not dated, 
were put into the post in the evening of November 19, a few mo- 
ments after Madame Pauw had breathed her last It was the 
acoused who got her to write these letters six weeks before they 
were sent. She told Mdlie. Hurlmond at the time, and according 
to the expression of this witness, it pained her so much to write 
them that she cried about it. A host of other statements are made 
in the indictment against the accused, and it is said that there ia а 
second charge against him of having poisoned his mother-in-law, 
Madame Debizy, by digitalis, in 1861. 


MARRIAGE or A Wire's Sister IN France — The Civil Tri- 
bunal of St. Etienne (Loire) has just been called on to give judg- 
ment in s suit involving the question of the legality of a marriage 
with & wife's sister. In November, 1827, & M. Roche, residing at 
Noiretable (Loire), married a Mademoiselle Anne Gayte, who died 
two years after, leaving an only son named Francois In May, 
1833, the widower married Jeanne Gayte, his deceased wife's sister, 
aud six children were the issue of this union. Both parents having 
recently died, the six children of the second merriage claimed to 
sbare their parente’ rem. but their demands were resisted by 
Francois, the son cf the first wife, on the ground that híg father s 
second marriage was incestuous and illegal, and the issue thereof 

timate. The children of the second marriage sccordingly ap- 
to the law in su of their claims. hen the osse came 
on for hearing, the tiffs’ counsel argued that the second mar- 
riage was valid, as it had been contracted bona fide, neither of the 
prm being aware that the law forbade such unions. The counsel 
or the defendant and the Avocat-General, however, maintained 
that, according to Articles 162 and 184 of the Code Napoleon, mar- 
riage with a deceased wife's sister was absolutely null, unless pre- 
ceded by a dispensation granted by the Sovereign. As по such 
dispensation had been obtained in the present case, there could not 
be any doubt that the marriage was null, and the plea of ignorance 
was altogether inadmissible. The tribunasi, taking this view of 
the case, decided that the marriage was illegal, as being contrary 
fo Articles 162 and 184; and that the isgne of such marriages were, 
by Articles 762 and 763, incapable of inheriting their parents’ pro- 
perty. The plaintiffs’ demand was accordingly rejected, with 
costs.

Haigh's wife had lived with Pogson from her infancy, and on the 


occasion of ber marriage he transferred his furniture and effects to 


her husband's house. Latterly Haigh, who has been а man highly 


respected, and so far religious in his habits as to bea Sunday 
school teacher, has manifisted а moroseness and harshnes of 
disposition wbich has been a source of great anxiety to his wife, to 


whom his conduct has latterly been very severe. The old man, 
Pogson, had worked for fifty years at the Colne-bridge Mills, and

THE RUBENS' FESTIVAL AT MUNIOH CONTRASTED 
WITH THE SHAKSPERIAN TERCENTENABY. 

Now that the Tercentenary of Shakspere’s birthday is over, and the 
people of this great country have had an opportunity of judging 
how far the immortal poet could be honoured in his native town, it 
would not be out of place to refer back to the Rubens' Festival 
which took place at Munich а few years since. How Shaksperes 
birthday was celebrated at Stratford our columns have already 
detailed. The contrast to the Rubens’ festival will, therefore, 
appear the greater when we give a short account of it | 

We may observe that in several of the continental cities, the 
Artists’ Festivalis an annual affair; and that tbe title of Rubens’ was 
simply the speciality of one of theseart gatherings. These festivals 
are always very attractive, from the good taste exhibited in all the 
arrangements, from the decorations of the salons, &c., to the cos- 
tumee that figure in the fancy-dress ball with which they sre 
brought to a close, in like manner as was the Shakeperian Tercen- 
tensiy. The precedence. however, in carrying out such displays 
48 these must, we think, be conceded to our continental friends, in 
which, doubtless, our readers will agree when they read the follow- 
ing account of one of theic festivals. 

1t seems that, in the year 1630, the citizens of Antwerp gave a 
festival in honour of the marriage of their countryman, Peter Paul 
Kubens, with the wealthy and beautiful Helene Formen, the 
painter's second wife; and, at the Artists’ Festival alluded to, the 
directors of the Munich ball conceived the idea of getting upan 
accurate representation of that event. Accordingly, the great 
Odeon Salle was fitted up во вв to represent the Town Hall of 
Antwerp, witha view of the city throvgh the windows. The 
pillars and the range of boxes round the Odeon Balle were tastefully 
draped, or decorated with flowers and foliage. 

In contrast with our own homage to the greatest poet of all time,

by a flourish of trampets, as the King and the royal family of 
Bavaria entered to take part in the proceedings. The cortege 
was headed by staudard-bearers, halberdiers, followed by 
heralds, the Burgomaster of Antwerp, the senators aud 
the Secretary of State, Philip Rubens, brother of the 
painter. Next followed Rubens and his young bride, pre- 
ceded by в group of ladies, splendidly attired, and followed by 
pages. Then came the guests invited to the festival, among whom 
were conspicuous Vandyke, Cornelius de Vos, Adam Van Oort 
(Rubens' first master), Adrian van Ostade, &c. Peter Hooft, the 
poet and historian, appeared as deputy from the Chamber of Rte- 
toric at Amsterdam. Не was followed by deputies from other 
cities, and by one from the court of the Archduchess Isabella. 
Next followed another train, com d of citizens and guilds, hunts- 
men and archers, and the members of tbe Datoh East Indis Oow- 
репу, all of whom were preceied and followed by their standards 
and emblems, aud accompanied by their ladies. The entire cortege 
was closed by & party of peasants and country girls, carrying the 
May-tree, and accompanied by rastic musicians. 

The various groups being arranged in picturesque o:der, and his 
bride being conducted to the places assigned to them, the ceremony 
of “huldigang’ (homage) commenced. The master of the Silver- 
smiths’ Company stepped forward, and presented to Rubens an 
elegantly wrought silver goblet, as & token of the influence of art 
on the taste and skill of the handicrafteman and manufac- 
turer. It is this part of the proceedings which our illustration 
on page 761 represente. Members of other guilds presented gifts 
betokening their several trades and employments, and, finally. & 
young nt advanced with a garland of wild flowers for 
*' Antwerp's fairest lady." Rubens and his bride having acknow- 
ledged these offerings, the procession re-formed. 

The gradual unfolding of this beautiful living picture filled the 
spectators with admiration, and all appreciated the ingenuity dis- 
pleyed in the grouping of the figures, as well as the fiue taste and 
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historical accuracy manifested in the costumes. The costumes of 
Rubens and his wife were composed of silk and velvet of the richest 
texture, in tastefully-blended hues of yellow, violet, and brown. 
Not less tasteful and characteristic were the dresses of Vandyke 
and the poet Hooft. The nobles and burghers with their wives 
were all attired with strict historicel accuracy. The merchants of 
the East India Company were conspicuous figures in the pageant, 
with their richly ceparisoned camel. Altogether the scene was one 
of interest and grandeur.

As soon asthe steam 
had somewhat cleared away it was dis- 
covered that а very considerable portion 
of the roof of the station had been blown 
away ; plate glass windews on both sides 
of the station of nearly half an inch ia 
thickness, as well as those of the carriages, 
were smashed to atoms, and a portion of 
the temporary bridge for crossing the sta- 
tion from the up to the down line was also 
demelished. At the moment of the ex- 
plosion the down train from Farringdon- 
street was just entering the station, and 
the concussion was not only $0 great as to 
break some of the windows iu the car- 
riages of that traia, but to break the gas- 
holders on tbe roofs of the carriages. The 
shock of the explosion was heard for a 
considerable distance, and in a few minutes 
luepeotor Durole and & body of officials 
of tbe Great Western Railway, a number 
of the D division of police under In- 
spector Egerton, as well as the cfli- 
ciale of the Metropolitan Railway, were on 
the spot to render any assistance which 
might be necessary iu the event of injary 
to passengers or servants of the company.

PORTRAIT OF MEYERBEER. 
Ix our last number we gave a short 
memoir of this distinguished composer, 
whose death has filled the musical world 
with the deepest regret. We this week 
give a portrait of Giacomo Meyer-Lieb- 
man Beer—to give him hig correct appel- 
Jations—and have only to add, in addition 
to the memoir already alluded to, that in 
1862, the year of the Great International 
Exhibition, Meyerbeer visited London to 
soperintend the rehearsals of the March, 
composed by him specially for that occa- 
sion. Many will remember, as an event 
of historica! interest, the meeting of the 
great Jewish musician aud the most dis- 
tinguished of the English aristocracy, in 
the bnilding at South Kensington. In 
particular, the introduction of Meyerheer 
to Lord Palmerston was an incident not

Meyerbeer dies at the age of seventy, 
and therefore not prematarcly. Bat hia 
death, at a time when his powers had 
shown no symptoms of decay, even 
though his years had fulfilled their 
allotted span, must be lamented. He had 
himself hoped to witness the performance 
of bis latest opera, “ L'Africaine," which 
has been deferred, after being again and 
again “underlined” for representation ; 
the cause of delay being the want oi a 
soprano capable of realizing Meyerbeer's

Many 
a men not yet а drunkard would think of his wife and children' 
of good resolutions, and little schemes of economy, before parting 
with a shilling out of his week's wages, when he would mortgage 
his fature labour without compunction.

Tne 9th of May, 1864, will ever be remarkable for the exact but 
fortuitous concurrence of two events having the most important 
bearings the one on the other. While the reprégentatives of the 
belligerents and of the allied Powers were sitting in Conference 
with 8 view to the cessation of bloodshed on some terms or other, 
an Austrian and a Danish squadron were engaged fn action several 
hunéred miles off, mear the opposite shores of the German Ocean. 
Almost at the very hour that Denmark, declining an armistice which 
would give а greater sanction to the past than she chose to allow, 
was agreeing to a simple suspension of hostilities, an Austrian fri- 
gate was on the point of destruction, and its consorts were teking 
refuge in the British waters of Heligoland. Such & concurrence 
was possible at any time, for we have heard before of simulta- 
neous victories by sea and by land; but that both events should 
not only happen together, but be simultaneously known in Down 
ing-street, would have been impossible and incredible & very few 
years ago. The telegraphic wire brought the news of the one event 
across the German Ocean as fast as messengers could bring the 
other to the office next door. When the Conference had agreed 
to a suspension of arms, they heard within an hour that they 
bad been too late to stop & battle in which Denmark hed 
retrieved, at the cost of one of her assailants, the 
reverses she had suffered at the hands of the other. 
The result of the suspension of arms bas reinstated a Government 
which every rumour threatened to sheke from its seat. Had the 
Conference broken up without an armistice, though by no fault of 
the Covernment, the Conservatives would have had a majority to 
back them in censuring the impotent friends of Denmark. “ No- 
thing succeeds like восоевв ” All the labour aud anxiety which have 
been expended in conciliating Danes and Germans, in smoothing 
difficulties and calming susceptibilities, however unreasonable, 
would have won for those who endured it no consideration 
in the House of Commons, or in the country, if it hed 
failed to vanquish the obstinacy of one side or the 
rapacity of the other. It is the injustice which all public men are 
taught by experience to expect. Bappily, on this occasion, reason 
and perhaps a better feeling on both sides, possibly, too, a fear of 
ulterior consequences, have come to the aid of the peacemakers ; 
the fighting is over for the present; the Austrians and Prussians 
will retire to their quarters, and the Conservatives, who were ready 
to storm the Treasury bonch, may make up their minds to an un” 
eventful session, aud return as soon as they please to the plessures 
of country life.

INCIDENTS IN IRISH LIFE. 

Bome curious incidents in Irish life were made known at an {in- 
uest held at Waterford, on the body of а man named Lawrence 
eoghan, who was found dead on the road ia the townland of 

Grange, on the previous morning. He was without his coat, hat, 

and necktie; and it was said that the flesh was discoloured under 

each ear. He was about sixty year: of age, aud had been in the 
service of Mr. Penrose, a gentleman of means, in whose house the 
man’s coat was found. He was in the habit of sleeping there, and 
had left the house at one o'clock on the night of his death. Mr. 

Penrose was therefore arrested on suspicion of having caused the 

man’s death. 

Mr. Penrose’s sister said she never heard her brother threaten 
Keoghan, and that he could not have gone ont on the night in 
question without her knowledge. She had known servants to run 
away on one or two similar occasions to keep out of the way. 

Another witness, Mary Ann O'Brien, a servant in the house of 
Mr. Penrose, told the following story:—Her master came home 
about eleven o'clock on Wednesday night a little under the ivflu- 
ence of drink. He neither saw her or the man servant, but he 
threatened to take their lives. She left the gate, not wishing to be 
in his way, as he had several times struck her. Keoghan snd she 
then hid under & tree. Mr. Penrose had let out the dog, and 
Keoghan bid her hide. or thedog would find them out. They soon 
after left the tree, and concealed themselves in the coalhole, where 
they remained for about two hours. She then took courage, and 
crept out to Miss Penrose, who said she would leave the house and 
bad written about lodgings. Witness then called Keoghan and 
said ail was right, as Mr. Penrose had gone to bed. Bat bearing 
his voice “ very cross," she ran out at one o'clock Не came down 
and said he would take her life Sho ran, and he followed her to tho 
road gate. She heard him say that Keoghan was past bis labour, and 
he would take both their lives, as they were no use. Mr. Penrose 
seemed to “have a great wish for Larry (the deceased),” though ho 
struck him in а pascion. Larry bad taken uff his coat and necktie 
because he was afraid his master would ‘choke him with the hand- 
kerchief. Не did so several times.” Mr. Penrose was never cross 
when he was sober. 

Mr. Penrose was examined, and atated that he came home late on 
Wednesday evening, having taken some liquor during the day. 
He did not strike Larry that night, but be asked him about a dog, 
and called out “ he was no use.” He also scolded the cook about 
leaving the kitchen door open. He did not notice where Keoghan 
went. 

Dr. Carroll, who had made a post mortem examination, deposed that 

there were no marks of wounds, ог contusions, or violence on the 

body. There was fatty degeneration of the heart, and the lungs 
were congested. The liver also was highly congested and full of 
blood. The disease of the heart was sufficient to cause death. 

The old man was not able to beer undue ог extraordinary excite- 

mnt. 

The coroner summed up, and the jury found that the deceased 
* Died hy the visitation of God." 

Mr. Penrose was discharged.

Тик Lord Ohancellor has introduced 8 measure to improve the law 
relating to the recovery of small debts. By the 99th section of the 
County Courts Act the county court judge is empowered to im- 
prison for & period of forty days any judgment debtor, mot only if 
contumacy, fraud, or breach of trust shall have been proved against 
him, bat if he should appear to have contracted the debt without 
“ reasonable expectation” of being able to discharge it, or should 
have failed to pay it since the judgment, having “ sufficient means 
and ability to do во.” Ву the 103rd section of the same Act, no such 
imprisonment shall operate as a satisfaction, but the creditor shall 
have the right of summoning the defendant egain, or taking his goods 
and chattels in execution, just as if no imprisonment had taken 
place. Bo far from these clauses being & dead letter, they are opera- 
tive to а degree of which few have any conception. Lord West- 
bury hes ascertained from the reports of county court judges that 
many thousand persons are annrally committed to prison under 
these powers. The sums for whioh these poor wretches have made 
themselves liable are often absurdly smali—ninepence, a shilling, 
eighteenpence, and во forth. The value of the labour lost to the 
country by their incarceration is much greater than the aggregate 
of their debts, and all the misery and degradation enteiled upon 
themselves and their families must be added to theaccount. They 
are almost ell artisans or agricultural labourers—an improvident 
class, no doubt, but & class which has better excuses for its impro- 
vidence than most others. Such people ag Lord Westbury truly 
says, have no “reasonable expectation” of being able to pay any 
debt, except out of their future earnings, and every one is apt to 
pitch his hopes for the fnture too high. Nor із the credit always 
of their own seeking; it is sometimes almost forsed upon them. 
Mr. Gladstone described some weeks ago the shameless system of 
touting for insurance offices which prevails in country districts, but 
that system ig bnt а branch Of the universal touting‘which is now- 
a-days the bane of trade both wholesale and retail. No merchant 
of less than high standing can get half the “ facilities” from 
bankers and capitalists, in proportion to his means, which & miner 
or handicraftsman has offered to him by petty dealers. Their 
agents look injupon his wife while he ig at work, and tempt her 
with those bits of finery which few daughtera of Eve eam 
resist. Then there is the little bill running up from pence to pounds 
at the grocer's and baker's, without & word of remonstranoe om the 
tradesman’s part till the customer's ruin is complete. We need

The poor fellow 
managed to crawl to the embankment, where he lay for about balf 
aa hour, when he was discovered by & gamekeeper ou the Home 
Park estate, which adjoins the line. Мг.

THE GARIBALDI MEETING ON PRIMROSE HILL. 


OR Saturday evening s mesting was held on Primrose-bill, for 
the purpose of protestin t the alleged illegal conduct of the 
police in dispersing the meeting appointed to be held for considering 
the sudden departure of Genere! Garibaldi from this country on 
Saturday, 21st of April, and also of maintaining the right of the 
people to saeemble and discuss public questions. 

r. Edmund Beales was called to the chair. 


The ОнатЕМАМ in very strong terme denounced the conduct, of 
the police on the recent occasion when they interfered with a public 
meeting convened on that ground, attributing this interference to 
the constitation of parliament, which did not extend the franchise, 
and wee rather the betrayer than the gusrdian of popular rights. 
He rejoiced that со opposition had been offered to the unconsti- 
tutional conduct of the police on & recent occasion, and he also re- 
окова that the Home had expressed his regret to Sir 

ichard Mayne that the meeting had not been allowed to proceed. 
At the same time an attempt had been made to defend the 
conduct of the pol which he took as a vague and 
undefined power, infringing the great constitutional rights of the 
people. He considered the explanation given, that there should be 
no interference with the recreation of the people, was an admission 
of the right of the people to use the parks for public and peaceable 
purposes, and that nothing should be left to the discretion of a 
police inspector in these matters. Sir Бер Grey expressed his 
regret tbat the former meeting had been interfered with ; but when 
pressed as to whether another meeting would be prohibited declined 
to give an answer, and fell back upon the vague regulation that the 
police would still have the power of اا‎ any meeting not 
sanctioned by Mr, Cowper, the First Commissioner of her Majesty's 
Publio Works. He (the chairman) had asked Mr. Cowper upon 
what grounds he claimed the right of prohibiting the publio from 
meeting in the parks, but Mr. Oowper declined to give him any 
answer, aud he (the chairman) consequently concluded that Mr. 
Cowper was either unable or unwilling to disclose the 
foundation upon which he based his claim to so objectionable a 
power. He assumed, therefore, there was no right to inter- 
fere with the — exercise of their right of meeting in the 
parks for public purposes. Accordingly they had met in the 
exercise of this right, and they would not allow the Government to 
interfere unless they could show legal authority for doing во. He 
congratulated the meeting that the question been во far settled, 
and said it was the — of their parliamentary representatives to 
protect their rights and vindicate their laws. After referring to 
the departure of Garibaldi, and suggesting that the cause of his 
leaving this country did not arise from ill-health, he strongly ad- 
vocated the cause of thesuffering nationalities of Europe. Garibaldi 
was the personification of the alliance of the peoples against the 
alliance of despote, and he called upon them to support him in his 
yet holy mission for the succour of the afflicted, the deliverance 
of the улке, and the overthrow of the tyrants. (Loud ap- 
plause. 

Mr. NicHoLAY then moved—“ That this meeting declares the 
conduct of the police in interfering with a peaceable and orderly 
meeting, similar to the present, on the 28rd of April last, to have 
been wholly unjustifiable, illegal, and ancovstituti nal, and deserv- 
ing of the serious attention of all members of parliament interested 
in the preservation and protection of popular rights.” 

Mr. Davis seconded the motion, and Mr. Wasuinarom WILKS 
supported it, after which it was unanimously carried. 

Mr. Suzy, solicitor, moved the following resolution : * That the 
passage in one of the letters of General Garibaldi, in which he gays, 
‘I feel obliged to leave England,’ together with the evidence of 
many old and tried friends of the general, who were in personal 
communication with him up to a late before he left thie 
country, induces this meeting to discredit the excure of ill health 
put forward ав the cause of this departare, sud to reluctantly enter- 
tain the conviction that the abrupt terminstion of his visit was 
brought abont by undue pressure upon him, for political purposes, 
and in the interests of the enemies of freedom. That General 
Garibaldi, having been the guest of the whole nation, this meeting 
cannot but indignantly deprecate the conduct of а select few in 
thus extorting from him a promise to leave without visiting. as be 
intended, the provincial towns, and repudiate such conduct as a 
breach of the national hospitality aud sm insult to the people.” 
He said the Earl of Shaftesbury, Mr, Gladstone, and Mr. seely 
went to the general, but he (the epesiter) did not know what dis- 
cussion took place, but, according to version given by Mr. 
Seely, the conversation took place either їй Frenoh or Italian. Of 
either of these languages he (Mr. Seely) did not understand а word. 


i Notwithstanding that slight impediment, however, Mr. Seely (ac- 


cording to Mr. Shaen) was able to repeat the substance of the con-

Gladstone, " I am much obliged to you, but Í care nothing for the 
receptions; Г was invited by the people, who are responsible for 
my reception, and where Í havé accepted Ë must go." Mr Glad- 
stone, finding that be had failed орой the gesond, offered his third 
attack, which was thig:—'' The awk ward fot is, thet if this sort 
of thing go further it may lead te political complications, which 
would be unpleasant to the Government.” The general replied, 
“ Then I understand you wish me to go?” Мг. Gladstone said, 
ч We do wish to go." The general said, * Upon the under- 
standing that it is your wish, I will not inconvenicnoe you, end I 
give you my word í will go." Mr. Gladstone them said, ч The 
general has acted like a sensible man." On the following morning 
au address was pre by Oolonel Chambers to the authorities of 
those towns that were to have been visited informing them that the 
state of the general's health would not permit of his fulfilling his 
programme. Garibaldi read this address, and struck out with his 
own hand ail the statements respecting his health, and substituted 
the words, " For many reasons Í am prevented visiting you.” 
Himself, Mr. Taylor, and some other of the personal friends of Gari- 
baldi, on o acquainted with what Нед occurred, held a 
meeting, and Mr. Taylor aud himself waited upon the general hy 
ite desire, to ask him whether he had made ор his mind to leave at 
once. Garibaldi replied he did not consider the statement of Lord 
Palmerston in the House of Commons released him from the pro- 
mise he had made to Mr. Gladstone and LordShaftesbury.

GARIBALDI AND THE VOLUNTEER MOVEMENT. 
Ат a dinner at Beaufort House, Walbam. green, in connexion with 
а drill competition among the South Middlesex Rifles, Colonel 
M‘Mardo, in replying to the toast of tbe “ Volunteers of Great 
Britain,” said it Lad been his good fortune to have the opportunity 
of paying в visit to that great character who had reeently visited 
this couvtry. They, of course, knew that he alluded to General 
Garibaldi. The object for which he sought that interview was, 
in the first place, to glean his opinion of the English volunteer 
movement, and to ascertain, from his practical experience, how a 
volunteer force was likely to act on the field, and in the face of an 
enemy, as, although he knew the pluck and the spirit which 
animated the British volunteers, he had never seen them in this 
position. With regard to the first point, he was much struck 
with whet the gallant veteran said. Garibaldi said, when asked 
his opinion of the English volunteer movement, “Ob, what a 
glorious, what a happy country this is, which can find its citizera 
to stand ont boldly as they do as volunteers for the defence of the 
nation; and what а noble constitution must you poscess, 
when the Government have the courage to sanction and the 
people to claim and to possess such a great and glorious iostitn- 
tion as your English volunteers! I would to that the same 
sentiments end the same feeling would animate the Govern- 
ment and people of my own beloved country.” He then 
explained to the general some of the points of the constitution of 
the volunteer force of this country, and informed him that, although 
he had frequently seen and knew the valour of our regular troops 
in the field before an enemy, still that he had never seen volunteers 
in such 8 position, and desired to ask him how he had found them 
in such а position with regard to discipline. He replied that he 
never found any difficulty on that score. He then asked him what 
he did when he found himself in the presence of the royel army of 
Naples with his volanteere, no doubt disciplined troope—did he 
wait for their attack, or himself take the offensive? General 
Geribaldi replied that he always took the offensive. He 
always found success attend him in making the attack him- 
self and not waiting for it. When he landed on the 
coast of Sicily with his thousand men they were nearly 
all raw recruits and badly armed, and, though they were crying 
out for drill, he found he hed no time for that, but pushed 
on, and the first encounter they had was with Bavarian and Swiss 
regiments. All the orders he gave to his volunteers were not to 
fire at long distances, but to wait, whatever the consequences might 
be, till they were close to the enemy, so аз to make good their aim. 
On coming in front of the Bavarian and Swiss regimerts his orders 
were rigidly obeyed, until he gave the word to fire, and when be 
heard the irregular “ tick, tick, tick," all down his ranks, ho was ко 
fully convinced tbat with such & firing they could rot maintain 
their ground that he at once gave the order for the advance and the 
use of the bayonet. His Garibaldians rushed upon the enemy with 
loud “ Vivas," and scattered the disciplined soldiers of Naples in 
all directions. If such could be done with those raw recruits with- 
out drill, and with the bad arms of the volunteers which Garibaldi 
had under his command, he begged to say, without any flattery, 
that with their excellent arms, their efflolenoy in drill, and with 
their spirit and courage, in the banda of the volunteers of Great 
Britain this country was perfectly safe from any attempted invasion.

GARIBALDI’S HURRIED DEPARTURE. 
CoLONEL OHAMBEES, the particular friend and secretary of 
en hag addressed the following letter to Mr. P. A. Taylor, 


“London, May 4, 1864. 

“My dear Mr. Taylor,—-I know nothing of the general's inten- 
tion not to visit the provinces until the morning of the 18th of 
April, at Staford House, when, upon going to ask him if he would 
accept an invitation to в town Scotland, he said, * The pro- 
gramme is changed; I will not visit the provinces.’ I made no 
observation, and retired to the adjoining room, where I met Mr. 
Fergusson, who selected from amongst my letters one from himself 
adéressed to me to the following effect :—‘ My dear Colonel Cham- 
bers,—From all I cau вее І fear that the general is undertaking 
muck more then ig conducive to hesith and comfort, and 
possibly more tham a man under the circumstances could 
stand. I have written to the Duke of Sutherland and Mr. Seely 
to this effect, and knowing how warmly you are attached to 
the general, I write to the same effect to you.’ In consequence of 
that letter, Г wrote one to the following effect, and submitted it to 
the general for his approval :—' London, 19th April, 1864. Віг,— 
Tam directed by General Garibaldi to inform you that, in conse- 
quence of the fatigue he has undergone, and by the advice of his 
medical adviser, Mr. Fergusson, he is reluctantly compelled to de- 
cline visiting your city. Не begs to express his gratitude for your 
kind sentiments towards him. Your most obediont servant, J. H. 
Ohamber. The general then erased portions of my letter, and 
directed me to write to the mayors and provoste of England and 
Scotland, to whose towns he had accepted invitations, the following 
letter:—'Bir,—1 am directed by General Garibaldi to inform you 
that for many ressons ће is not enabled to visit your city. He bege 
me to express his gratitude for your kind sentiments ' towards him. 
—J. B. Chambers.’ Мг. Fergusson assured me that he was not in- 
fluenced by politics in his decision. I telegraphed immediately, 
however, to Mr. Cowan, of Newcastle, au old friend of the 
general's, and afterwards to Mr. Adam, Glasgow, also to Liverpool, 
entirely on my own responsibility. Оп the evening of the 2228 I 
saw the boils on the general's arm; I considered them trifling; on 
the 23rd, about five p.m, he was pulling bow-oar in а four-oared 
boat, at Oliefden, for at least an hour, and the observation made to 
me by Signor Guerzoni was, “ Look at the sick man; see how 11 
he looks!’ General Garibaldi appeared to be enjoying himself very 
much. The 23rd of April is the date of Mr. Ferguson's last letter 
to the Duke of Sutherland respecting the health of General

Wi'neso's master 
carved thé joint, and left the руне to put the meat Into the plate, On 
going down staira witneas found the ment on the plate. The prisoner gave her 
the plate into her owm hands. Мо other pe son wis present, The 
prisoner always gave witness her dinner, The prisoner was te cork, 
In answer to questions, the witness further stated that she had been on 
geod terms with the prisoner up to the Friday, on which dey she (the 
withers) m'ss»d а shawl from her box. Witness believed the prison:r was 
aware of her having mentioned her loss to her mistress, for she afters 
wards spoke to her, and ваја that if she did not tell her what they had 
been talking abont up-stairs she would give her someth'ng which she 
could not eat The prisoner bad skint the door and threatened to detain 
her, but вре did mot offer any res'stance to her going out The next 
morning the sergeant of police called at the house and spoke to the 
prisoner about the shawl He searched her box, but th» shawl could not 
be found. In thé efterneon the witners went Into the hitcher, and the 
prisoner said, “If you don't take good саге I'll do for you” Witness 
acquainted her mistress with the threat when she returned home Hir 
m stress spoke to the prisoner and told bec thet sho woud g ve her Into 
castody if she continged t» thregten witness, The bottle produced belonged 
to wi ness, and she kept it on a shelf in 8 cupboard in her bedroom It 
contained а mix ne of iodine, which she used for painting a swelling on 
her knes. Mr Ingham looked at the bottle, snd observed that he saw that 
the word “ Poison” wi arked om the outel!e Witness belived that the 
prisoner knew of the bottle being kept in the cupboard, as on Sonday week 
she took her bonnet from the same sbelf and went oot with it, without ask- 
ing witness's permis.ion. The prisoner sl pt in the seme room. but she 
hed no cusiness with the cupboard, Witness last usea the bottle om the 
Fridav. S26 wae quite sures portion of the contents bed been taken out 
since that time She found the bottle iv the вате place where she had left it. 
Све privoner here stated that the prosecut:ix told her that she might take 
the bonnet, and she (the prisoner) offered to say it The prosecutriz said 
she never hed any conversation with the pri-oner about the bonnet. She 
only knew of the bonnet Вау!“ & been taken fren what her mistress had 
told her, &s it was returned to the box. Inrpector Abrook seid the plate of 
meat and potatoes had been examined by Mr. Perrott, the divisiong! sur- 
goon, and he fourd iodire mixed with the food.

A TALE OF THE GREAT INDIAN MUTINY. 


CHAPTER LVIT. 
THE DIFFICULTIES INCREASED. 


JurLv3.—lf you know айу man, women, ог even child, who was 
present at the siege of Lucknow, and if you ask either the course of 
oourrences immediately following the defeat of Ohiohutt and he 
mortal wounding of Bir Henry Lawrence, you will Ара that the 
anawer will be vague and incomprehensible 

TT ne fact is, tbat for the first two or three days in July, the Locknow 
garrison was for the greater part panic-stricken, aud nobody who 
survives is able to give anything like а clear and detailed account 
of what happened during those forty-eight or sixty hours. 

Here and there were to be found people who, born with more then 
the ordinary amount of brain or cou age, or both, were able to keep 
themselves collected, and are now able to state what occurred near 
theu daring that terrific time; but, for the greater part, those who 
composed tho garrison can only give а foggy account of perpetual 
noise of artillery, perpetual storms of smoke, and of a down-pour of 
Jead and iron, which was the most dreadful thing of its kind even 
the oldest of war-men in that beleaguered garrison had expe- 
r'enced. 

Let hnt the smoke rice for à moment, and show an English red- 
coat to the eyes of the ten thousand enemies, some of whom were 
watching from every point around the defences, and pang pang 
went а score of rifles at the target. Indeed, it may with safety be 
said, that the smoke served the English in those days as faithfully 
as their own conrage. 

The retreat from Chinbntt was a catastrophe ia many ways, in 
none greater than in its unexpected ness. 

The besieged had anticipated relief with such certainty, and the 
enemy had kept in the background for euch a length of time, that 
it was quite ir possible to suppose such a catastrophe. 

People had made no attempte to provision themselves, had 
dreamt of no euch attempt; and thus when the ac!us! siege began 
and the hot caunonading prevented tbe working of the commis- 
капа’ department, many in the garrison were in an aciual etate of 
starvation. Had not their neighbours come to their assistance it is 
certain thev must have died of want of food. 

hen, again, the retreat witbin the defences had been made with 
such a rush, that many nstive servants were ehut ont, and all at 
temp's on their part to sporeach were pretty well equal to sudden 
death, for the euemy at once covered all the English points ої 
egress. 

Then another tronhle fell upon the garrison—that of the deser- 
tion of tbe native servante. 

Until that fatal defeat the humble. timid, domestic servants, bred 
in the legerd of tbe uncorquerable power of the Euglish, had 
implicitly believed in the abüity of their mastera to conquer the 
mu ineers 

Bat when these ват the English broken, panic-stricken, and 
pla, taking shelter within their defences, then they bagan to doubt 
tuu martial infallibility of their masters. 
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And with their doubt came distrust. 

Now the defences of Luckuow were no great military shakes. 
They weie earthworks thrown up rapidly and weakly. Now, it 
was discovered at the siege of 3ebastopol that earth-work is & 
capital mode of keeping out an enemy, bnt you must have enough 
of it. This sufficiency was precisely what the besieged lacked. 

They had ouly had time to throw up a light system of defences, 
and they depended upon their conrage for the reat. 

How contemptible such rapidly-formed defences could be, we 
have learnt by the printing of Mr. Russell's description of those of 
Cawnpore. That gentlemen actually rode over them, and did not 
know it. 

Now, the consequence of this feeble state of defence was, that 
when the native servants found, not only that their masters were 
losing, but ihat the garrison was a great deal toe hot to hold them, 
they pecked up, and in the night fled. 

Aided by the darkness, they moved up to the defences, and then, 
slipping over the top, they had bat to take a ron of a few yards, 
and they had gone over to the enemy. 

Only those who have lived in India cen comprehend the catas- 
trophe of losing your servants. Exertion is actompanied by such 
effort, ia the case of Europeans, that a very little labour goes а 
long way in tiriog you 

And now imagine the condition of the English gentlemen and 
ladies in the garrison. 

Accustomed to have everything, even to the most trifling, done 
for them, the time came when they had to do everything for them- 
selves. Let the reader refer to the first chapters of this tale, and 
he will there find a chapter upon Indian servants, which was pur- 
posely introduced in order to contrast the ordinary state of our 
Apglo-Indisos' home with the coudition of things at Lucknow 
when the reverses commenced, on the 1st July, 1857. 

It was а kind of epidemic amonget the native servants. Not 
alone fear of the bulleta; not slone fear of death if the enemy took 
the аде, prompted them ; bat to all appearances, the grand lead- 
ing motive of their conduct was а sort of fellowship amonget 
themselves. 

Here а native would swear allegiance, and maintain it till 
a friend of his was missing. and then so was he in а very short 
time; there а whole bousehold of natives would desert at a blow, 
leaving the scared lady (their mistress) with, perhaps, four or five 
children to look after. 

Mind, there were many honourable exceptions to this rule; but 
before the middle of that month was reached very few officers 
could boast of в servant to black hie shoes А figure of speech this, 
by the way, for no man looked to the condition of his boots (except 
when & sole and an оррег threatened to part company) alter the 
first day of that fatal July. 

By Ше way, when the native servants made up their minds to 
desert, acting. perhaps, upon the supposition that they might аз 
well loot as the besieg«rs outside, when they т пја overcome tne 
garrison, they collected what little valuables happened to be lying 
abont, and took care of them. 

Та some cases, where all tbe native servants of а family, ia a 
body, deserted. ог. say “removed,” which is a more celtcate way of 
stating it, tbe ra-cals "took care" of everything they could lay 
their hands on which would fetch & quarter rupee in the city. 

In other words, the natives stole every thing they could lay their 
hands upon, when once they wade up 1. іг miuds to levant 

However, perbaps, there i» some apti-Christian comfort in the 
fact, of which there can be little or no doubt, that this »elf-reward 
brought its own punishment; for, when once this Jitte failing be- 
came known to the besiegers, they welcomed the fugitives beartily, 
but not in a manner to the liking of these latter, for they lost their 


valuables in, say about five minutes after they bad stolen them ; 
while, if tbey ventured to make any remark, they also lost their lives 
—which could only have happened at the worst in the garrison. 

In & word or ко, these unhappy devila had friends neither in nor 
outside the citadel. 

By the way, it is just to add, that many of the servants who 
deserted were in в great measure prompted to that act by the actual 
want of food. 

Not bat what, so far, there was plenty of food; bu the difficulty 
wag to get at it. 

In the first piace, the head of the commiseariat department had 
been wounded at that fatal engagement, and we all know how the 
sudden removal of the head of а household іп а time of peace will 
be followed by confusion. What then shall be said of the removal 
of the head manager of the food supply to many hundreds of human 
beings? 

His office was broken up, his native servants were some of the 
firet to levant,—and when we recall to mind the troubles of one 
new cook in а new place, we can comprehend the work and the 
mistakes of в new commissariat chief, with fresh helps about 
him 

Then, sgain, the seekers after food went by the road of death— 
the way to the stores being the most open part of the garrison— 
аз the enemy well knew. 

And, so, there was no system in supplying the food, and wbat 
attempts were made ended in a line of blood from the cemmissariat 
office to the store-houses. 

But this was not all. 

The native catile servants deserted with the rest of their fel- 
lows, and the bullocks, maddened with thirst, the roar of the 
cannon, and the want of fresh food, in many instances broke away, 
њоб wandered over the place. 

Thereupon, these avimals became sources of great pain aud 
trouble to the besieged. 

Their liberty once gained, they became half wild, and would not 
suffer themselves to be caught. 

Meanwhile the enemy, who knew too well how to make every 
advavtage tell, shot down the cattle (both battery and commieea- 
riat—that is, for drawing cannon and for eating) in great numbers, 
aod then each animal in an hoor or so. under the blazing Indian 
sun, became a horrible, repulsive, air-polsoning pest. 

Then followed the labour (in the play-hours of the garrison) of 
burying the huge corpses during the night time, of course at the 
spot where they fell. 

This was not all. 

Many of these half wild cattle fell into the wells which sup- 
plied the garrison with water—the great and abiding luxury of the 
besieged—and so were drowned, whence, to save the water from 
being as horribly poisoned as the air, the huge beaste had, with 
extreme labour, to be extricated, when the further labour of 
burial bad to be gone through. 

Nor were these the only plagues of the cattle. 

Bome of them went literally raving mad, and the ory “ Mad 
bull! was heard in the garrison. Ти thie case the poor avimal чач 
shot down without в moments Consideration, and then адап fol- 
lowed the labour of burial. 

Biz aud seven hours, by fatigue parties of military men and civi- 
liane, and tw tbe dead of the рт“, were often occupied in bury- 
fog bores and hull cke in these early daşa of July, and, indeed, 
until there were n more avimals to call for these attenions And 
please to remember that this work of burial was carried on after the 
labour of the day was over. 

In fact, these interments made up the play-time of the garrison. 

As for the horses! 
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Those who escaped all appeared t> be as panic-stricken as the 
deserting native servants. 

The moment one horse began to bite, all the rest within ћеа с 
began to fight, sad bit and kieked in horrib'e crowds until death 
wes merciful and released them. 

Many а couple of horses was buried that had been found each 
horse with his teeth buried in the other's flesh. 

The horses were worse than the horned cattle. 

Ав for the doge, they endared the siege во badly (to say notbiug 
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of their being quite useless, and quite &s much in the way), it is 
to ђе feared they were, as a rule, despatched at an early date. 

Many a good English officer, who had held to tbe proverb, ‘' Love 
me, love my dog," bad spent a charge of gurpowder and в bullet 
upon his faithfal four-footed friend.

ROBBERY OF THE DEAD. 


Ar the Central Criminal Court, Maria Read, aged fifty-three, and 
Henry Head, aged twenty-eight, her son, were charged with steal- 
ing а considerable sum of money, the property of Joseph Hankin. 
In another count the money was laid to belong to Mary Anne 
Vickers. The prisonere were also charged wit feloniously receiv- 
ing the property knowing ít to have been stolen. 
г. F.H. Lewis conóncted the proseeution ; Mr. Metcalfe and 
Mr. Besley were counsel for the prisoners. 'The deceased was an 
aged man, who had retired from business, and who was of very 
nurioos habits For about two years before his death he bad 
lodged with the female prisoner and ber husband, who wer? per- 
sons in a very bumble condition of life, at Dalston, and he paid 128. 
a week for his board and lodging. The ?*ceased bad formerly re- 
sided with one of his relations and Miss Vickers, who lived iu the 
same neighbourhood, and it was known that at this time he was 
in possession of a sum of between £500 and £600 in notes 
and gold During the greater portion of the time the de- 
ceased lodged in the house of the female prisoner it 
seemed that he was almost bed-ridden, but it was observed 
that he kept his money in а box in his bed-room, and the 


evidence went to show that the money was safe in the month of 


March, 1863, and it appeared that in June of the same year the de- 
ceased made his will by which he bequeathed the whole of his 
property to Miss Vickers, who was his second cousio. In the fol- 


lowing month of November the deceased died rather suddenly, and 
in consequence of some circumstances that subsequently transpired 


а coroner’s inquest was held upon the body, but the decision the 
jury arrived at was that death arose from natural causes, and the 
prisoners were subsequently committed to take their trial upon the 
present charge. It appeared that immediately after the death Miss 
Vickers went to the horse of the prisoner Maria bead for the pur- 


pose of taking possession of the property of the deceased, bnt. to ber 
astonishment, all the money she could find was a sum of £12 She 
asked some questions of the prisoner relating to the money, bnt she 
denied all knowledge of more money than tbe sum that was dis- 
covered, but she stated that a short time before Mr. Hankin died 


he had been visited by some person who represented himself 


as his friend, and that after this person had left she found 
the deceased in a state of stupor, and she suggested that this per- 
son might have taken the money that was supposed to be missing 


Farther inquiries were then made, which led to the discovery that 


the prisoners hed both been engaged in changing for gold various 

bank-notes, among which was one for £200, which notes were 

~~ to have been in the possession of the deceased shortly before 
is 


death, and this led to another demand being made upon them 


for an explanation as to how the money came into their possession. 
The prisoner, Henry Read, seemed, in the first instance, to have 
treated the metter very cavalierly, and told his mother not to 
answer avy questions, and to “let them go to law;” but eventually, 
upon being pressed, the female prisoner said that the deceased had 
given her the money.

they bad a oy bank-notes belonging to the deceased, and the

Vickers. One cirenmatence in favour of the prisoners was that it 
appeared that they did mot seem to have acted with any secrecy, 
an@ that the notes were changed at the shops of tradesmen by 
whom they were perfectly wall kaown, and that their right names 
and addresses were endorsed upon the notes. As an instance of 
the penurious and niggardly habite of the deceased it may be stated 


that it was proved im the course of the case by a lady named 
Sewell, who was one of the district visitors at the houses of the 


т, that, shortly before his death, she administered some relief to 

im upon his representation that he was in a destitute condition, 

although at this time there was no doubt that he was in possession 
of а very large sum ef money. 

The learned 002] for the prisoners contended on their Ђећаје 
that as re; the young man there was no evidence whatever to 
show that he anything to do with the robbery, even supposing 
a robbery had been committed, as all that was proved against him 
was, thet he hed changed two or three of the notes, at the same 
time gi his real name and addreas. With regard to the mo'her, 
it wae paged thet there was nothing to contradict ber statement. 
that the money had been given her by the deceased, for the kind- 
mess he had received from her. 

Wire. Hart, в married daughter of the female prisoner, was called 

га and she stated that during the last year she was living 
at "s house and was acquainted with the deceased, and 
that on two orthree occasions her mother told her that the deceased 
had given her bank-notes, and that once she saw him give her a 
bank-pote. stating that ће did во as a recompense for her kindness 
to him. This witness also said thet she heard that the deceased 
did not wigh it to he known that he had given away the money in 
" manner gtated, for fear he should have his relations down upon 


pon being sross-examined, this witness said that she remem- 
bered seeing в £200 note in ber mother's possession, and that ehe 
afterwards saw the gold that had been obtained for it at the Rank 
of England also in her possession. When she was asked what had 
hecome of this money she said that it was all spent, and that she 
did not know aogthing more. 

Mr. Lewis, in replying upon the evidence, remarked upon the 
absurdity of supposing that an old miser, such ag the deceased 
clearly was, should give away £100 and £200 notes in the manner 
represented, and that there could not be any reasonable doubt that 
the female prisoner had yielded to the temptation that presented 
itself, and that she had taken an opportunity of opening his box 
and stealing the money. 

The Recorder having summed up the jury, after deliberating a 
short time in the box, retired to deliberate 

They returned into court i» about half an hour, and gave а ver- 
dict of “Not guilty” as regarded the prisoner Henry Head, end 
fonnd the mother “ Guilty.” 

Mr. Lewis said that the money stolen was almost everything 
that Miss Vickers had to depend upon, and it could hardly all be 
spent. He suggested, therefore, that sentence should be post- 
poned, in order that the prisoner, Maria Kead, might have an op- 
portonity of giving some information upon the subject if she 
thonght proper to do во. 

The Recorder granted the application.

THE CIBOASSIAN EXODUS. 
OFFICIAL information has been received at Qon- 
stantinople of the capitulation of Vardar, the last 
stroogh^ld of the Oircassisns, and of tbe conse- 
qaent submission of all thetribes. Already the 
outflowing tide of emigrants is so great as to 
place the Tarsish Government in the greatest 
embarrassment. T'wenty-seven thousand of these 
unfortunate creatures, in tbe most utter destitu- 
tion, have poured into Trebizonde ТЬе priva- 
tions of the voyage in a most inclement season 
hsve produced disease of the very worst kind 
among them, which is not only oommittiog fearful 
ravages in their own famished ranka, but is ex- 
teuding to the local population Typhus and 
smallpox are raging at Trebezonde, and the 
place is threatened witha famine. The Turkish 
Goverament is willing and anxious to receive the 
fugitives, and incorporate them into their own 
population, but the movement bas been so sudden 
and so extensive that it has been in ible to 
make provision for the hoste that are daily pour- 
ing in. It is calculated that no lees than 800,000 
w:ll within the next two or three months seek 
shelter in Turkey, and half that number are now 
seeking the means of transporting themselves to 
the Turkish coast of the Black Sea. Unfortu- 
nately, it is found most difficult to obtain trans- 
ports for this purpose. The Turkish Govern- 
ment has offered every pecuniary inducement for 
obtaining it without avail. 1 is now their in- 
tention to disarm some of their men-of-war, and 
employ them for this service; but eveu this re- 
source will not be suffisient to meet the difficulty. 
Some idea may be formed of the mortality raging 
among them when it is known that oot of 600 
Otreassians who took passage io a steam trangport, 
after а voyage of three ог four days, 870 only 
arrived at their destination. The accounts that 
are received of the helpless and destitute state of 
these unhappy beings surpass in misery and 
horror anything recorded in connexion with suf- 
fering humanity. Women in childbirth, exposed 
to the inclemencies of a Black Sea journey, witb- 
out assistance or the bare necessaries of life, en- 
veloping their new-born in a corner of their 
own ragged garment— sturdy warriors, who 
had achieved many a gallant deed, tying prostrate 
in the agonies of в horrible death — decks 
swarming with tbe dead aud dyiog. These 
ure things now of every-day occurrence on the 
waters of tne Euzioe. The Bultens Ministers 
have contributed to the limit of their means. The 
Sultan himself has given ав much аз 50 000/. from 
his privy purse. The Government have esti- 
mated that an outlay of more than one million 
sterling will have to be voted by the State in 
order to provide for the permanent establishment 
of the emigrants. There is ample gronnd for 
inference—and the Circassians so represent it— 
that the Russian rule {а the Caucssns із of a 
nature which cannot be endured. It is gene- 
rally believed that the Russians have been anxious 
to drive them out of th» country, aud to colonise 
the territory with the Cossack element. 


CONFESSION OF MURDER 

THREE men are in custody at Rotherham on а 
charge of murdering a man named John Oooper 
The deceas:d, who was a gardener, was found 
murdered on a very louely rosd near Roche Abbey, 
in the neighbourhood о Rotherham, and suspi- 
cion fell upon two men named Sargisson and 
Taylor, who were last seen in his company. 
‘They were present at the inquest, and made state- 
ments in exculpation of themselves; aud, as there 
was no direst evidence, they were not appre- 
hended. But since the inquest the detective 
offlcers—Inspectors Hockaday and Fisher, of the 
West Riding cons'abulary, who have the case in 
haud—have made very diligent inquiries, and 
there is every reason to believe they will succeed 
in bringing the murderers to jostice, They have 
apprehended Загрівгоп end Taylor, together with 
a men vamed Denton, who resided ın Sheffield, 
and have traced the property of which the de- 
cessed was robbed to their ion. It ap; 

that at a purus meeting of the local bench it 
was decided to re-apprehend Sargisson and 
"Taylor. Sargisson was taken at his father's 
house, in Laughton-en-le Morthen, aud shortly 
after he volunteered the following atatement:— 
He said that on the night of the murder he fol- 
lowed deceased out of the public-house at Brook- 
house, and at tbat moment George Denton, whose 
aged mother resides near, came ор. Denton said 
to him “I think I know that man. Stay while 
I change my coat. ГИ murder him” Denton 
was absent & few moments, and when he re- 
turned they together followed deceased through 
the village At & turn of the road Denton put 
on & pair of false whiskere and & moustache. 
‘They proceeded close upon the track of the de- 
ceased along Abbey-lane, until they came to 
where the nedge-stakes stood. Denton seized 
one, and on coming alongside the deceased he 
said, “I think I know you," and at the same 
mouent he aimed a terrible blow at the head of 
the deceased. The blow took effect over the 
right temple, and deceased fell apparently dead, 
wit' out uttering а word. Sargisson was then told 
by Denton to search the pockets of the deceased, 
but he was too much terrified to move, and Den- 
ton rifled the pockets of the murdered man him- 
self. Having accomplished this, he said to Bar- 
ућавоп, “Г think he fe дева, but let ns make 
sure;'and пров that he commenced kicking de- 
ceased over the head in the most diabolical 
manner. Beture separating Denton gave Sargis- 
воп the watch, promising to find & customer for 
it; but be kept the money himself. Sargisson 
ssid he wrapped the watch in a piece of dirty 
cloth, and concealed it in his father's pigstye. 
‘The watch was afterwards found in the spot iu- 
dicated. The slop and shirt he wore on the night 
of the murder he had secreted, he said, under his 
bed. Those were obtained, and when asked to 
^coouut for the blood on them he gaid that ia 
the scuffle Denton lost big cap, and while seek- 
ing it for him on the ground he put his hand in 
the pools of blood which had run from the 
wounds inflicted on the deceased. He says that 
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Taylor had nothing to do with the murder, as 
he was not there. On this information Denton 
was apprehended in Sheffield, but he stoutly 
denies all knowledge of the murder.
